Tt was natural that Douglas Chandor should be 
the first portrait painter to whom Elizabeth IT 
as a sovereign (opposite page) should grant a 
sitting. English-born and now living in Texas, 
Chandor has been painting famous contempo- 
raries—Churchill, F.D.R., Herbert Hoover— 
for a quarter of a century. One of his subjects, 
Eleanor Roosevelt, whose portrait by Chandor 
appeared in Lire, June 18, 1951, commissioned 
the queen’s portrait and plans to give it to the 
British embassy in Washington. 

In the queen Chandor discovered that he had 
a perfect sitter, “standing for me as long as I 
wished with soldierly self-discipline and sitting 
as well as a sphinx when I worked on the face.” 


‘The queen, who wore the riband and star of the 
Order of the Garter, showed a lively interest in 
the problems of his work, which she could fol- 
low stroke by stroke in a mirror placed behind 
him. While he and his wife kept her amused 
with a patter of jokes and poems, the queen 
occasionally made suggestions which he found 
“astute and those of a realist. 

The portrait was completed in eight hour- 
long sittings in a drawing room of Buckingham 
Palace. In it the artist has tried to record the 
fact that “the queen is an infinitely more beau- 
tiful woman than any photograph has ever 
shown, and when she smiles there is a radi- 
ance such as I have seldom seen in any face.”

Journalists talk politics year in and year out 
—on a newspaper the political reporter is 
the star—and at least once every four years 
the readers themselves get to be experts. So 
from now on in, our millions of pundit-read- 
ers will find more articles on polities than 
Lire usually devotes to any one subject. Of 
course we are still taking a good look at the 
invigorating sights of the season, like big- 
time football (pp. 30, 31) and autumn foli- 
age (pp. 68-73), and a sight that looks good 
in any season, the beauties of the Italian 
movie industry (pp. 107-113). But now the 
most absorbing campaign in years is coming 
to its climax—and so is Lire’s coverage, 
which began way back on Aug. 28, 1950, 
when Ernest Havemann analyzed the po 
cal effects of the Korean war.

That expert on ethics, the retiring President of the United 
States, has declared that General Eisenhower suffers from 
moral blindness and is therefore unfit to succeed him in office. 
On Nov. 4 the electorate will weigh this charge. Meantime, 
since this issue of moral blindness has been raised, we have 
two thoughts to offer of which the first is: Look who’s talking. 

Harry Truman began his political career as a doorbell ringer 
for the Tom Pendergast machine in the wide-open town of 
Kansas City. Kansas City was then both sanctuary and resort 
for bigtime gangsters on the lam from all parts of the country. 
One in every 10 of its cops had a criminal record. Hulking 
over his desk at his Jackson County Democratic Club, 1908 
Main Street, Tom Pendergast had a simple recipe for success 
in polities: Put a man under obligation to you, and he'll work 
for you on election day. Besides his income from shakedowns 
from gambling joints and brothels, Tom owned a cement proc- 
ess called “Ready-Mixed” and saw to it that Re: fixed was 
the only kind of cement that could meet the building specifica- 
tions for the city and county. In addition to his flesh-and- 
blood minions he had a block of 60.000 “ghost votes” he 
would throw into action as res hese “cemetery com- 
muters” pulled old Tom through many a battle when the 
going was rough. 


serves. 


It was rough in the mayoralty elections in 1934 when a 
strong Fusion organization tried to break the machine. Seven 
bullets were fired through the plate-glass window of Fusion 
headquarters in the heart of the business district. Elsewhere 
old Tom’s goons shot a deputy sheriff and hospitalized sev- 
eral hundred Fusion workers. Fusion lost. 

A 1936 election less bloody, but in results even more 
sensational. The anti-Pendergast candidate came into Kan- 
sas City with a comfortable lead, but old Tom bugled assem- 
bly to the ghost battalions, and wards turned out votes 
against the enemy in a ratio of more than 1,000 to 1 and he 
was defeated. This showed that Jackson County could now 
carry all of Missouri, and the state capitol at Jefferson City 
became known as Uncle Tom's Cabin. Unfortunatel 
Uncle Tom, the Kansas City Star and the U.S. Distri 
torney, Maurice M. Milligan, obtained overwhelming evi- 
dence of election fraud that led to convictions. They were 
sustained all the way to the U.S. Supreme Court. 


What has all this to do with Harry Truman? Everything. 
All that he knows about politics he learned at Tom Pender- 
gast’s knee. He was presiding “judge” of the county commis- 
sion that okayed the specification of Ready-Mixed cement. 
Every elective office he ever held until 1944 was given him 
by the Pendergast machine, with the cemetery commuters 
present. He was so free from moral blindness that he has 
never once, to this very day, uttered a word against it or its 
methods. Quite the contrary. In 1938, while the vote fraud 
trials were still in court, Harry Truman denounced the trials 
and their prosecutor on the floor of the U.S. Senate. On be- 
coming President one of Harry Truman’s first acts was to 
pardon 15 of the Pendergast mob who had been convicted of 
ballot-stuffing. Milligan he fired. When old Tom died early in 
1945 after a prison term, Vice President Truman flew to his 
funeral in an Army homber. 

In 1946 Harry Truman sent orders to Jim Pendergast 
—old Tom’s nephew who inherited the machine—for the 
defeat of Representative Roger Slaughter in the Demo- 
cratic primaries. Once again the alert Star obtained ev 


dence of election fraud. The evidence disappeared when 
the vault in the Pendergast-controlled courthouse was blown 
open and the impounded ballots were stolen. Interesting- 
ly enough, President Truman was in Kansas City attend- 
ing the machine’s victory celebration on the very night this 
yeggery occurred. “No comment,” the President of the U.S. 
had the moral astuteness to observe on this astounding affair. 

Kansas City’s isn’t the only Democratic machine for which 
President Truman has served as handyman. In 1949 Bill 
O'Dwyer was re-elected mayor of New York, but Ed Flynn 
and other big party wheels smelled stink in the offing for Bill. 
The Brooklyn police graft investigation, which Bill at first 
branded as a “witch-hunt”—a phrase that came to be almost 
as embarrassing as “red herring”-—began to get really serious. 
Bill’s confidential man, Jim Moran, was running a $500,000- 
a-year shakedown within the Fire Department; the water- 
front was due for an eruption; and there were some discon- 
certing questions to be asked about Frank Costello and Bill’s 
prosecution of Murder, Ine. The New York Democrae 
which had loved Bill dearly, was suddenly abashed by him. 
President Harry S, Truman, who has condemned Ike for dis- 
loyalty to his friends, showed his own last-ditch loyalty by 
dubious Bill our ambassador to Mexico. Nobody 
knows when Bill will return, if ever. 

At present the most nauseous center of gutter politics is 
probably Chicago. As the Kefauver hearings proved, even 
though Al Capone’s body lies amouldering in the grave, his 
mob goes marching on. Characters with the appetizing names 
of Cherry Nose and Greasy Thumb are still doing business;

“There was no doubt in the minds of any of us, after the 
sort of testimony we heard in Chicago, that organized crime 
and political corruption go hand in hand, and that in fact there 
could be no bigtime organized crime without a firm and profit- 
able alliance between those who run the rackets and those in po- 
litical control.” (Our italics) 

Jacob Arvey is in political control of Chicago. He persuaded 
Adlai Stevenson and Pau! Douglas to enter Tlinois politics, 
both highly commendable persuasions. But also, at the last 
elections, he insisted on running for sheriff one Tubbo Gil- 
bert. known as “the richest cop in the world,” who was too 
much even for the Cook County electorate. 


And this brings us to our second thought about the com- 
ing election. Adlai Stevenson was a good governor of Illinois. 
His personal relations with the Cook County machine, while 
not exactly innocent, are not to be compared with Truman’s. 
kinship with Kansas City crookedness. Nevertheless, just as 
Truman owed his vice presidential nomination in ’44 to the 
ig-city bosses, so Stevenson could not have been nominated 
this year—and probably cannot be elected—without their 
backing. 

The “politics-for-profit” morality of these bosses has per- 
meated and corrupted our Federal government. As the Chris- 
tian Science Monitor says, “No doubt, as President he (Ste- 
venson) would strive to loosen their grip... . But their pow- 
er is rooted in millions of Democratic votes in key states and 
they will remain extremely powerful members of his team.” 

If Stevenson is elected, the cultural elite of New York, 
Hollywood and the campuses may take some of the credit. But 
Stevenson will owe much, much more to the vice-and-racket 
machines that turn out the marginal votes in the three stra- 
tegic states of New York, Missouri and Illinois. These ma- 
chines are American politics at their sleaziest and ugliest.

Red assault on White Horse Hill 


As armies prepared for a third bitter winter in Korea, the U.N. recessed 
the truce talks indefinitely, explaining that the Communists did not seem 
to want peace. But the big news in Korea was the heaviest Communist 
ground offensive in the past year. U.N. forces withstood 35 attacks, and 
at White Horse Hill determined South Korean ROKs fought a nonstop 
five-day battle in which the key hill changed hands no less than 23 times. 
After taking heavy losses, the Communists slowed down their o 
and General James Van Fleet was able to announce that the U.N. main 
line had held firm, ‘The enemy,” he reported, “has been clobbered.”

Progress against polio 


A big step on the way to wiping out polio was announced last week by 
Lederle Laboratories, which has been conducting one of several promis- 
ing U.S. polio research projects. Lederle has produced a new experimen- 
tal polio vaccine which, tested in monke bang not in humans, has 
so far given immunity against the deadly Lansing polio virus, one of 
itis thes viruscgtreins wih cause the Ghesie: Even more impor- 
tant, Lederle has found a way to mass-produce this vaccine by growing 
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“cooled off” or relatively harmless virus in chicken eggs, a technique 
which could presumably be used for the experimental vaccines other 
laboratories are developing. If the vaccine, or a variation of it, proves 
effective after exhaustive tests on humans, the new method could 
within a comparatively short time produce enough vaccine to protect 
every child in the country.

WHAT TRUMAN TELLS THE VOTERS: 


Here is a summary of the President’s arguments for a Democratic victory and a specially prepared 


'HREE weeks ago Harry S. Truman, President of the United States 
and head of the Democratic political party, put out from Washing. 
ton by special train and at once added his copyrighted brand of hell- 
fire to a political campaign that had already been bouncing above and 
just below the boiling point. At every whistle stop Mr. Truman 
poured white-hot abuse on the opponents of the Democratic ticket in 
this year’s presidential race. Whistle-stop speeches of the tempera- 
ture of Mr. Truman’s usually make headlines in the nation’s press, 
but because of their hit-and-run quality, their brevity and their fre- 
uency, they are seldom reported comprehensively. It is a mistake to 
CGaay Me Tvnirantaielions, asiworie“Gt Wit opponentsido\ a8 wise: 
cracking or mudslinging and nothing else, for he has been dealing with 
the issues and personalities which will influence the voters next month. 
For this reason Lire presents in this article a statement of the 
President’s political views in his own words, drawn from his recent 
speeches. Each of the President's principal arguments is followed by 
a reply written for Lire by Senator Robert A. Taft, the Republican 
leader most closely associated with the Republican record the Presi- 
dent appears to regard as his own party’s greatest asset. 


Truman on the GOP campaign 


In this campaign, the Republicans have been trying to cover up 
their terrible record in Congress. They are afraid to talk about the 
real issues, because their record is too bad. They spend their time 
throwing mud at the President, trying to divert your attention from 
the campaign. I don’t mind mud. I have thrown back too much of it 
and I know how to handle it... . Every four years the Republicans 
take their outworn, discredited philosophy and dress it up in a new 
disguise—and try to sell it to the American people. They try to con- 
vince the people it’s been made over into something different. 

This year, they tried to clothe it in the shining armor of a national 
hero. But before the campaign has ended, each four years, the new 
disguise wears mighty thin. In fact, you can see through it, and you 
can see that nothing’s changed. This year, I fear that the disguise 
came off even sooner than usual. 


Taft on Truman’s campaign 


The most immediate result of the President’s whistle-stop vendetta 
has been a complete change in the character of the 1952 election cam- 
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paign. Besides proving conclusively that Governor Stevenson is run- 
ning on the record of the New Deal and the Fair Deal, Mr. Truman has 
altered the campaign from one of issues to one of demagoguery. 

Mr. Truman is a master of the art of the demagogue. His technique 
is to appeal to the prejudices and financial interests of every group in 
the voting population. “Let the pocketbook nerve of yours tell you 
what to do,” he says. 

‘The rules of Mr. Truman's approach to politics seem to be: 

1) Try to misrepresent your opponent and impugn his motives 
whenever possible. 2) Make the charges as reckless as you wish with- 
out regard for the real facts. 3) Keep up a constant barrage of wild 
charges so that while your opponent is denying one charge three more 
are being leveled at him. 4) Quote remarks out of context; they serve 
your purpose better that way. 5) Do not bother with a full explanation 
of the actual issue. If your opponent votes for economy, on a particu- 
lar measure, tell the voter he is really against the whole project. 

In other words, this type of attack is a carefully worked out tech- 
nique of misrepresenting, telling half-truths and plain lying—all in 
the most plausible manner, 

In the course of his whistle stop at Shenandoah, Iowa, Oct. 8, 
Mr. Truman said, “All I want is for you to get the facts.” Well, I 
intend to give you the facts about the most important of Mr. Tru- 
man’s assertions. 


Truman on lobbies 


Who are the groups behind the Republican candidates, pulling the 
strings? . . . First, there’s the power lobby, that wants to do away 
with low-cost public power. Then there’s the grain speculation lobby, 
that doesn’t want the farmer to get the prices of the crops he raises. 
Then there’s the railroad lobby, that’s been jacking up your freight 
rates. . Then there’s the real estate lobby, that wants to gouge 
everyone who needs a home to live in. Then there’s the rich man’s 
tax lobby, that’s always trying to open up tax loopholes for the wealthy. 
. . [The Republicans] have tried to put the burden of the defense pro- 
gram on the little fellow, instead of making each man carry his fair 
share in accordance with his ability to pay... . 

In short, it’s all the special privilege groups from the oil lobby to 
the China lobby, and they've all joined together behind the Republi- 
can Party....

Taft on lobbies 


Mr. Truman’s charge that lobbies are behind the attack on his ad- 
ministration and behind the Republican candidate, “pulling the 
strings,” is straight lying. [ have seen a lot of lobby Washiegton 
in my day. Some of them are completely selfish, and if they are, they 
don’t get very far. Others are very useful to legislators, putting all 
the facts before them, and everyone allows for their one-sided point 
of view. I don’t know of any one “of my colleagues in the Senate who is 
influenced improperly by any lobhy. Sometimes the senators ma 
agree with the lobbyists’ arguments and sometimes they are agi 
the arguments. But the thinking of Senate and House members is not 
manufactured by any lobby. The slur that they run the Republican 
candidate is adequately denied by his whole life, his character and 
his reputation. 

Lobbies operate far more on the executive departments than they 
do on Congress and they have got a lot more out of Mr. ‘Truman’s 
administration than they have out of Congress. 

Mr. Truman’s grain speculation lobby is imaginary. A few grain 
exchanges, to be sure, have sent representatives to Washington to 
protest against excessive regulation. But when a real investigation of 
grain speculation was made, it led right into the White House and 
to Mr. ‘Truman’s personal physicia 

“Then there’s the railroad lobby,” says Mr. Truman. The railroad 
lobby has ace ‘omplished nothing in the last two years to match John R. 
Steelman’s technical seizure of the railroads while the unions were try- 


ing to get higher wages. Mr. Steelman operates out of the White House. - 


As for Mr. Truman’s accusation on Republicans and the tax la’ 
there just aren't any facts in the tax bills of 1950 and 1951 to justify 
one word of this libel. 

Mr. Truman says that the Republicans are only interested in 
“feathering the pockets of the special interests.” I don’t know exact- 
ly how you feather somebody’s pockets, but I do know that the state- 
ment is nonsense anyway. You know your own congressmen and 
senators. You may suspect them of being politicians, but you know 
very well they are not the least interested in er feathering 
the pockets or lining the nests of special interests. 


Truman on corruption 


‘There have been some people in the government who have betrayed 
the trust that was placed in them. ... Wherever there are people 
who are in a position to have bribes offered to them, some of those 
people are ge 10 be weaklin, . Last year there were something 
like 600 defaleations and embezzlements i in the banks of the country. 
One out of every 300 bank officers was found to be crooked. And the 
record of the Internal Revenue Bureau is a lot better than that. . . . 

I’ve cleaned up corruption in the government wherever I've found 
it. But I haven't been satisfied just with getting rid of wrong-doers. 
I’ve tried to improve the government's machinery for preventing cor- 
ruption in the future. 

Do you know what's the biggest trouble I’ve run into in doing 
that? It’s the opposition of the Republicans in Congress. They have 
voted against every Reorganization Plan I have proposed to take gov- 
ernment jobs out of politics and put them under civil service... . 


Taft on corruption 


The fact that Mr. Truman has cleaned up governmental corruption 
wherever he has found it certainly ought to be news to the country. 

When Senator Fulbright’s committee revealed how influence was 
being peddled for RFC loans, Mr. Truman promptly denounced the 
committee report as “asinine.” When it was revealed that millions of 
dollars had been stolen from the Commodity Credit Corporation by 
friends of government employees, every effort was made to block 
both investigation and punishment. 

When Senator Williams finally succeeded in forcing the corrup- 
tion in the Bureau of Internal Revenue on the attention of the coun- 
try, Mr. Truman turned the whole show over to Mr. McGrath, whose 
own department was involved in the improper settlement of tax cases. 
Mr. McGrath was the same fellow then as he was a few months later 
when Mr. Truman fired him. Now Mr. Snyder admits that in one 
year 53 people have been fired from the department for bribery and 
similar crimes. But Mr. Truman made no move until Senator Wil- 
liams and the King subcommittee brought out the facts beyond a 
shadow of a doubt. 

Mr. Truman links corruption and Republican opposition to his 
reorganization plans to put additional government jobs under Ci 
Service. The facts are, of course, that Civil Service doesn’t prevent

Is the farmer really so much better off today than he was when 


Mr. Truman came into office? It is quite true that farm income in 
dollars is somewhat higher than it was in 1947, but not a great deal. 
The trouble is that during the same period farm expenses have 
gone up $5 billion, the dollar has gone down in value, so it isn’t 
worth anything like the dollar the farmer received in 1947. 

The whole net result, according to the Department of Agricul- 
ture, is that net farm income in terms of stable dollars has declined 
from $4,800,000,000 in 1947 to $3,600,000,000 in 1951, a de- 
crease of 21%. 

Compared to prewar farmers’ income, of course, there has been 
a big increase again in dollars, but the real increase from the de- 
pression years of 1935 to 1939 has only been from about $81 
billion to $11? billion in 1951. 

The farmer is entitled to a lot of credit for the fact that he has 
increased farm production during that period about 36%. That h 
been his work, not the work of the Federal government. But out of 
that big increase in production, he is only about 6% better off 
than he was in the °30s. Some of this falling off is due to increased 
taxation, particularly in the last three years. The fact that the 
farmers had a hard time is shown by the figures on total farm 
debts. The debts of the American farmers have increased from

Taft on Communism

Such action as has been taken against Communists at home has 
been undertaken only after the executive was put under the strong- 
est possible pressure from Congres 

When Mr. Truman became President, the Soviet Union was ex- 
hausted. Much of its industry was destroyed. It had no atom 
bombs and no long-range bombing planes. Its hold on Central 
rope was shaky.

If Mr. Truman thinks that Governor Stevenson was more aware 
of the danger of Communism than was General Eisenhower, I 
might remind him that it was not General Eisenhower who 
vouched for Alger Hiss’s reputation as “good.”
